COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY
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ORDER

On May 4, 2018, Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU”) moved the Commission to
withdraw KU’s application in this proceeding filed on May 2, 2018. KU advised the
Commission that it is reevaluating the financings proposed in its application.

Based on the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission
finds that good cause exists to dismiss this case. The Commission further finds that, in
light of our action today, any motions in this proceeding that have yet to be addressed
are rendered moot and, therefore, should be denied.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED THAT:

1. KU’s motion to withdraw its application is granted.

2. All motions in this proceeding that have yet to be addressed are denied as
moot.

3. This proceeding is closed and shall be removed from the Commission’s

docket.
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
